A new and highly reliable m e­ 
thod has been devised for the 
exam ination of the urinary blad­ 
der. 
Barium successfully used for 
50 years for the study of mtestin- 
al conditions, has 
been 
found 
effective for the precise visual­ 
ization of the lining of the blad­ 
der. 
The bladder is painlessly filled 
with a solution of finely pulver­ 
ized barium . X-rays taken after 
the solution is drained off reveal 
im portant inform ation about the 
health and function of the blad 
der. 
Foreign 
bodies, 
blood 
clots 
and calcium stones are readily 
detected and distinguished from 
tum ors, with a clarity that was 
not always possible before. 
This new method of exam ina 
tion does not replace the other 
conventional 
ones 
which, 
too. 
are exceedingly im portant. Like 
m any new tests, it is m eant to 
be an addition, but not a re ­ 
placem ent, for the other valua 
hie techniques of studying the 
bladder. 
Q: How is urine produced and 
elim inated from the body? 
A: The urinary system 
con­ 
sists of two kidneys, two ureters 
the urinary bladder and the ure­ 
thra. 
The kidneys, about the size of 
a fist, act with incredible deli­ 
cacy as a filtering sieve that ex­ 
tracts from the blood unwant­ 
ed waste m aterial 
All the fluid that one consumes 
enters the blood after leaving 


the stom ach. The nourishing ele­ 
m ents are retained, while waste 
chem icals pass through the del­ 
icate filtering network of the kid­ 
ney. 
The unwanted fluid is funnel 
ed from the kidneys through two 
tiny tubes, the ureters, and c a r­ 
ried as urine into the collecting 
storehouse called the 
urinary 
bladder. 
When a quantity of urine ac­ 
cum ulates, the bladder distends 
like a ballon. It is this disten 
tion of the bladder that 
gives 
the signal for the urgent need to 
urinate.

m u s c l e a 
sphincter, norm ally protects the 
bladder from overspiiling with­ 
out warning. 
The urine is elim inated from 
the body through another tiny 
tube, the urethra, which leads 
from the bladder. 
Q: How do k i d n e y stones 
form? 
A: Calcium norm ally present 
in the blood, som etim es becom­ 
es excessive when affected by 
disease or diet. 
The urine then becomes laden 
with calcium stones which may 
become deposited anywhere in 
the urinary system . 
Uric acid stones, too are form 
ed in this way. The position of 
calcium stones is more readily 
seen by X ray than tht of uric 
acid stones.

COLUMBUS. Ohio (AP) — 
“ Millions of rural people” will 
not vote for Sen. Barry Gold­ 
water because he would destroy 
their rural electric programs, a 
convention speaker said today. 
Clyde T. Ellis, general man­ 
ager of the National Rural Elec­ 
tric 
Cooperative 
Association, 
said he based his view on Cold­ 
water’* voting record. 
Ellis, of Washington, said the 
Republican presidential candi­ 
date had voted unfavorably on 
legislation affecting rural elec­ 
trification 92 per cent of the 
time. 
He told a four-state regional 
gathering of some 500 rural 
leaders that Goldwater is a man 
who thinks the Rural Electrifi­ 
cation Administration has “ out­ 
lived its usefulness” and that the 
TV A should be sold to private 
companies “ even if the govern­ 
ment should only get $1 for it.” 
Ellis also attacked the voting 
record in the House of Rep. 
William E. Miller of New YTork, 
nee. 
He 
said 
Miller had voted 
wrong 88 per cent of the time. 
Ellis told the convention that 
the Democratic candidates, how­ 
ever, had good records. 
“ No man in public life had a 
prouder rural electrification rec­ 
ord,” Ellis said, than President 
Johnson. He said Johnson’s rec­ 
ord was 87 per cent favorable 
during his time in both the 
House and Senate. 
Ellis termed Sen. Hubert H. 
Humphrey of 
Minnesota, 
the 
Democratic 
vice

candidate “ powerful friend” of 
rural people. Humphrey's voting 
record, he said, stands 96 per 
cent in favor of rural electrifi­ 
cation.”

Young Man

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Stormy Irish Playwright 


Dies, Leaves Controversy 


TORQUAY, England (AP) - I 
Sean O’Casey, the stormy Irish | 
playwright 
who 
died 
Friday j 
night of a heart attack at the J 
age of 84, distilled some of Ire­ 
land’s loftiest drama from the 
depths of suffering and squalor. 
One of the great rebels of his 
age, O’Casey was embroiled in 
controversy most of his life. The 
turbulent writer had remained 
in self-imposed exile from his 
native sod for nearly 40 years 
after the furor roused by such 
plays as “ Juno and The Pay- j 
cock.” 
Earlier this year O’Casey was 
seized 
with 
a bronchial com-1 
plaint. 
Treated 
at 
a nursing 
home for a while, he brushed j 
aside medical advice and insist­ 
ed on returning to his home in j 
this sedate, seaside resort on 
the southwestern English Coast. 
When the heart attack came 
Friday night he w*as rushed 
hack to the nursing home and 
died there. 
| 
O’Casey was born in a Dublin 
slum. The reference books said 
he acquired his education “on 
the streets of Dublin.” 
He learned to read at the age 
of 14. For 30 years after that he 
drifted from job to job as a1 
ta borer, soaking up the classics 
and eventually writing plays for 
himself. 
I 
His first success came in 1925 
with “ The Shadow of a Guman’V 
at Dublin's famed Abbey Thea-' 


ter. Quickly he followed this 
with 
what 
became 
his most 
famous play, “ Juno and The 
Paycock.” 
In “ Juno,” tile ragged den­ 
izens of Dublin tenements as­ 
sumed the proportions of figures 
in a classical Greek tragedy. If 
scored a big hit in Dublin, Lon­ 
don and in the United States and 
earned O’Casey the Hawthorn- 
den prize. 
But many of O’Casey’s coun­ 
trymen failed to appreciate the 
characters in “ Juno.” Some felt 
they w’ere being ridiculed. When 
the play was made into a film, 
demonstrators publicly burned 
two reels of it in Limerick. 
More 
trouble 
attended 
his 
next play, “ The Plough and The 
Stars” which told of Ireland's 
Easter 1916 rebellion agamst 
British 
rule. 
When the play 
opened in 1926 a crowd rushed 
the stage and police had to stop 
the show. 
Incisive dialogue and biting 
humor was O'Casey's style, He 
disliked 
draw ing 
room type 
drama. When success came he 
declined to discard the rough 
accents of his laboring youth 
and refused to wear evening 
dress for his first night appear­ 
ances. 
In 1927, O’Casey married Irish 
actress Eileen Katherine Carey, 
They had tw'o sons and a daugh­ 
ter.
